HAS GIVEN RISE TO GREAT PRIVATE SPECULATION AS TO WHAT THE 
EUTURE HOLDS EOR HIM. ( DEPT WILL RECALL FROM PREVIOUS MESSAGES 
THAT HIS TOKB LUXOS EXTENDED EOR ONE YEAR BEYOND MARCH 31, 

1972, AND THEN APPARENTLY EURTHER LENGTHENED AT LEAST UNTIL 
JULY 1973.) 

2. SOME FEEL HE WILL STICK AROUND FOR CONSIDERABLY LONGER 

( A) BECAUSE THERE ARE NO SUITABLY HIGHRANKING JOBS WAITING 
EOR HIM ELSEWHERE, ( B) BECAUSE OE REPORTED PERSONAL COMMIT- 
MENT TO SEE CABORA BASSA DAM THROUGH TO COMPLETION IN 1975, 
AND ( C) BECAUSE HE HAS NOW ARRIVED AT LEVEL OE INDESPEN- 
SABILITY IN MOZAMBIQUE COMPARABLE TO THAT OE GENERAL/ GOVER- 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NOR SPINOLA IN PORTUGUESE GUINEA. 

3. ON OTHER SIDE OE COIN IS RUMORED LONGSTANDING HOSTILITY 
BETWEEN DE ARRIAGA AND GENERAL COSTA GOMES IN LISBON, WITH
